But GM ha* announced a new 
policy whereby big posters will 
br placed in showrooms around 
the country telling new car 
shoppers exactly what kind of 
engine they're getting in each 
car. 
In addition, the Cleveland 
regional office of the Federal 
Trade Commission is investi­ 
gating the flap The Illinois 
Attorney General’s office also 
is involved in the mvesigation 
The problem apparently origi­ 
nated when consumers resumed 
buying bigger cars GM says it 
didn t have the capacity to 
make the proper number of 
Oldsmobile engines, so it told 
its dealers last fall that the 
optional 350-cubic-inch eight 
cylinder engine for the Olds 
Delta 88 would be what it calls

of the mighty Louis ... I have 
taken possession of this country 
of Louisiana, its seas and 
harbors, ports., and people.” 
The La Salle II explorers 
started eight months ago in

complete the trip at the mouth 
of the Mississippi where ix;wis 
will proclaim all the land from 
the Rockies to the Alleghenies 
for France.

First Prison

Our ancestors would have gated with 
amazement ai Rush County's new jail They 
would have been even more amated al lite 
thought of making a prison more comfortable 
for a prisoner In thr old days criminals gol 
■bori shrift As ane old historian pm it: 
‘Murders in (hose days were wont lo either 
die in their boots or g o lo congress, and horse 
thieves who (oak full swing in life took a full 
swing id a different order if caught " For 
leaner crimes there were no prtaon sentences, 
for there were no state prisons until ICI 
gusting our same historian. The prtaon 
system of that tune was governed by a rule 
not unlike the famous recipe for cooking a 
rabbit finn ratch yow man, thro find a man 
who has nothing better to do who will lake him 
as a boarder and guard against his changing 
hotel* huck a man. toke Abraham Unroin 
when he was postmaster rn a small Illinois 
town had his office rn his hat and probably 
made a portable jail of himself, carry mg his 
convict about under guard * 
Prisoners were kept only until a circuit 
judge, who traveled from court lo court much 
as the circuit preacher traveled from church 
to church, came to town After a speedy trial 
before a jury of his peers, the prisoner was 
then either fined, branded on hand or 
forehead, locked rn the stocks, dunked in cold 
water, or whipped at the public whipping 
post 
The sentence depended on the 
veriuusnea* of the crime and the opinion his 
neighbors held of the prisoner 
The first slate prison was built at Jet 
I cr son Ville rn the fall of It21 A primitive 
affair of tags, it cast abow 23,UUU moat of 
which was raised by the om ens of that town 
It had a total of fifteen cells all rn a row with 
no light or ventilation except that which came 
through a space about four inches high above 
the thick iron covered doors This cell house 
surrounded by a smalt yard with heavy 
log wails The prison offices were outside this 
stockade, 
Under this system the jail was teased to a 
man named Seymour Westover Westover 
was then paid a fee for each prisoner he kept 
Prisoners were sentenced to so many days 
instead of so many lashes For the former 
sentence of 311 lashes a man now got a sen 
tenceof three years What would have earned 
him IOU lashes before now became seven 
years and so on It is recorded that prisoners 
were often mistreated and semi-starved so 
the jailer might have greater profit Next the 
state tried a system cd allowing the jailer to 
hire out his charges to local contractors and 
keep the money they earned for himself This 
practice was discontinued because free 
laborers could not compete with the cheap 
chain gangs 
In the year ending January I, 1X22, 
Westover reported an average of three

prisoners prr day By IMI this figure had 
grown lo iou Authorities attributed this 
growth to the growth of the CUMM "With their 
growth has come an influx of foreigners and a 
vast increase in a class of professional 
criminals coming and going " By 1106 this 
number had increased to LOM homed in lite 
prison at Jeffersonville plus a like number at 
Michigan City and still more in a woman s 
prtaon in Indianapolis 
By this time life prisoners and "’loughs'* 
were housed at Michigan City and the prison 
al Jeffersonville was being called a "rotor 
ma tory.” The idea of rehabilitation instead of 
punishment was beginning to be practices 
I Vi saner* were bring taught lo read, write 
and do arithmetic if Ihey lacked these skills 
upon entrance There were trade schools 
where inmates might learn to make chains. 
shirts, shoe* or brooms They could also 
learn to be a cabinet maker, carpenter. 
mason, blacksmith or printer The prison 
boasted IU own hospital, newspaper, library, 
chapel and 28 piece brass band 


The log cells had been replaced by " cell 
houses ** co cells lung and five cell* high Each 
cell was i x I x IO with its own bath and all 
were equipped with electric lights 
Until a separate women’s prison was 
opened in M73 sexual assualls, beatings and 
death were common for female prisoners al 
Jeffersonville A group of guaker women 
crusaded for this new facility after 
discovering what life was Uke for women 
within Jeffersonville's walls Touring the 
facilities they found a group of women 
prisoners lined up against the walls while 
guard* armed with whips forced them to 
disrobe The sadistic guards " howled with 
laughter as they stampeded the terrified 
prisoner* to a reservoir in the center of the 
courtyard for open air baths The group also 
discovered thai the male guards had keys to 
the Women s quarter* and used them to pay 
nocturnal vtsiU in order to gratify their 
lusts '* Children were born to women who had 
been imprisoned for years 


Burning with indignation, disgust and rage, 
the Quaker women reported their findings to 
Governor Conrad Baker who had encouraged 
their prison tour Baker went before the next 
General Assembly to set in motion the 
enactment of a bill creating the women’s 
prison A group of 17 heavily manacled 
women entered their new home on October 8, 
1873 Dusty, tired and defiant, they had been 
brought from Jeffersonville by a sheriff and 
two deputies They were met by the same 
Quaker women who demanded their shackle* 
be removed at once Then the two group* of 
women knelt together and prayed that heaven 
would help the prisoners 
Prisoners today should be thankful they did 
not live in those times. 


Poultry Work

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Indiana wont 
miss the baby chicks Dr Richard Soughers 
took to a mountain town in Haiti, but they ha 
ve mack an important difference in the food 
eaten by some families in the Caribbean 
island country 


Soughers, 
a 
Mooresville 
veterinarian, 
became interested in Haiti five years ago 
when his church. St Mark's Episcopal at 
Plainfield, “adopted" Darbonne, a small 
town in the mountains about 40 miles from 
the capital city of Port auPnnce 
On a 1973 trip he took IOO Rhode Island 
Red chicks. He said the purpose of the gift 
was to produce chickens that would lay eggs 
since many of the chickens native to the 
area were not egg producers Using the gift, 
the Haitians were able to breed their own 
chickens that would produce eggs 
“I try to go to Haiti once or twice a year," 
Soughers said 
“They (to not have veterinarians as such 
There is one Haitian veterinarian in the 


agricultural station outside Port-au-Prince, 
and they have veterinary technicians. The 
last time I was there, they also had two 
Dutch veterinarians on loan from the United 
Nations." 
So Soughers works as hard on his vacation 
as he does in his veterinarian clinic in 
Morgan County. 
"I have worked with poultry, rabbits, pigs 
and in between our church worked with 
vegetable seeds," he said "Perhaps our 
biggest contribution has been seeds. Last 
November I took fruit trees - apples, peach 
and nectarines — varieties originally from 
Israel and adapted to Florida They should 
grow in Haiti." 
He also has spent part ot his vacation time 
worming 
cattle, horses 
and 
pigs 
and 
spraying livestock for ticks. 
"Haiti has a terrible parasite problem 
with ticks," he said. "We spend days and 
days spraying livestock for ticks Several 
diseases are carried by ticks The disease 
level 
has 
fallen 
and 
they 
are 
very 
appreciative

For the third consecutive year, Indiana na* 
received special federal grants which 
recognize it* success in cutting traffic fatality 
rates 
Two grant* totaling ti 75 million recently 
were awarded to the Hoosier state for its 
efforts during 1975. 
One award recognizes its accomplishment 
in reducing the number of highway fatalities, 
The other cites the state for cutting the rate of 
highway deaths per miles of vehicle travel. 
Only five other states won awards in both 
categories Indiana is among only four state* 
to have received incentive grants in each of 
the years the program has been in existence 
Purpose of the federal program is to ro 
courage the states to develop and carry out 
effective measures for reducing highway 
death tolls 
Indiana has made good use of previous 
incentive grants, especially in the area of 
emergency medical services. 
The 1973 grant was applied to development 
of a computerized accident location system to 
identify high accident locations It is expected 


lo be fully implemented by January of 1978 
Funds received for 1974 were used by the 
Department of Traffic Safety and Vehicle 
I aspect ion and the Emergency 
Medical 
Services Commission for projects such as 
local selective traffic enforcement, safety 
(owns, communications and E MS 
am 
bul ame* These fund* also were utilized by 
the Bureau o! Motor Vehicles and the Indiana 
State Police for automated driver’s license

WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI statistics 
released the other day show that some types 
of crime decreased last year and certain 
others failed to make any headway.

This notable exception is the taking of 
hostages. 
Hostage taking is, of course, as old as 
violence itself. 
Were the Visigoths having a dust up with 
the Ostrogoths? You could be certain the 
Visigoths would seize a few Ostrogothian 
maidens, and vice versa, for negotiation 
purposes 
Note, however, that neither would have 
deemed it propitious to veer off into Jutland 
and seize a few Jutes 
Seizure of neutral hostages is a fairly 
recent innovation But (Mice it caught on, it 
spread like widefire. 
The innocent bystanders of the world have 
always been poor insurance risks They are 
forever getting caught in the crossfire of 
gangland wars, cops and-robbers shootouts, 
saloon fights, waterfront brawls, picket line 
skirmishes, political rally free-for-alls and 
PT A meeting melees. 
Only now, however, are the perils of 
innocent bystanding coming into full flower. 
Surely 
the 
most 
ominous 
r e c e n t 
development was the taking of hostages by 


someone distraught over tax problems. 
That raises fears that hostage taking, 
heretofore a spinoff of hijackings, terrorist 
attacks and armed robbery, may be spilling 
over into the field of white collar crime. 
On numerous occasions, hostages have 
been seized during bank holdups Well, then, 
imagine 
hostages 
being 
seized 
during 
embezzlements 
An assistant teller who has been diverting 
bank funds to personal uses forces an 
innocent bystander in the lobby to act as his 
shield while he juggles the books to make it 
appear the ripoff was a loan default. 
Other possibilities include: 
— A South Korean lobbyist on his way to 
Capitol Hill to make a secret contribution 
holds three tourists as hostages lest word of 
the payoff be leaked to Jack Anderson 
— A congressional candidate who has been 
distributing scurrilous literature about his 
opponent seizes three spectators at an 
outdoor rally against the chance he is cited 
for mudslinging by the Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee. 
— A senator who exceeds the proposed 
new $8,625 limit on outside earned income 
locks three hostages in his p r i v a t e 
washroom to use in negotiations with the 
Senate Ethics Committee 
In

innocent 
bystanders are in for a long, hard summer.

Closed 
Adoptions Are 


Western Idea 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Closed 
adoptions historically are a 
development of 20th century 
western society, and primarily 
of the United States 
Illegitimacy in earlier socie­ 
ties was not a great source of 
stigma for either parent or 
child, wrote Annette Baran, 
Reuben Pannor and Arthur D. 
Sorosky in an introduction to a 
paper 
in 
"The 
American 
Journal of Orthopsychiatry” in 
1975 Nor was it necessarily a 
basis of separation of the child 
from the birth parents. 
"In Hawaiian tribes ... The 
birth parent agreed to the full 
continuing authority 
of 
the 
adoptive 
family, 
and 
the 
adoptive family automatically 
accepted the need to maintain 
an on-going relationship be­ 
tween the child and all birth 
relatives." 
The authors said evidence 
suggests birth mothers whose 
parenthood 
was 
cloaked 
in 
anonymity and secrecy have 
suffered more than those who 
in earlier societies had the 
right to choose a substitute to 
raise their children 


Cracks are appearing in the 
double standard that hampers 
thousands of Americans search 
ing for their heritage. 
One occurred recently when 
the Child Welfare League of 
America revised its standards 
on the controversial issue of 
sealed adoption records and 
original birth certificates. It 
reaffirmed 
its 
support 
of 
confidentiality for parents who 
wish it. Al the same time, the 
league recognised other genetic 
parents* desire to waive their 
right to privacy and set the 
stage for reunions with the 
adults they 
surrendered 
ss 
infants or children 
It asks 
adoption agencies to comply in 
such cases if legislative or 
judicial action permits. 
Only three states currently 
allow adult adoptees access to 
such information But st least 
IO state legislatures now are 
considering proposals that 
would make It easier for people 
like Robbie Robinson of Los 
Angeles to find his real mother 
and a Missouri mother named 
Jean to locate the daughter 
whom 
she 
was 
forced 
to 
surrender for adoption in 1951. 
Scotland has had an open 
records 
law since 
1930 
A 
similar law that Great Britain's 
Parliament passed for England 
and Wales In 1975 became 
effective a year later It has 
met with mixed reactions 
Many agency social workers 
say its retroactivity clause is 
unfair to mothers who gave 
their children tor adoption with 
the unofficial promise that their 
anonymity would be protected. 
Many 
adoptees, 
including 
some Americans questioned by 
UPI. object to its requirement 
of 
psychological 
counseling 
before information is made 
available 
The absence of open records 
didn't stop Carol Cornwell of 
Wayzala, Minn , and Mary Jo 
Rillera of Sausalito, 
Calif., 
from finding their real mothers 
and achieving happy reunions 
Mrs. Cornwell was helped in 
her search by her adoptive 
mother, 
a 
college 
alumni 
association and a voter regia 
trar. Mrs. Killera’s real pa­ 
rents, who live in Phoenix, now 
help others in similar searches. 
Not all end happily A young 
doctor in Rochester, N Y , who 
found his father rejected him 
as ‘shallow, self-centered .. an 
18-carat phony" 
Nor do all adult adoptees 
want to search. Mrs Harriet 
Bandel of 
New 
York 
City 
volunteered to help her 22-year 
old adopted son look for his 


real parents He wasn’t intere­ 
sted 
As recently as 1968 the league 
had reaffirmed its standards 
supporting sealed records 
A 
spokesman 
told 
UPI 
that 
growing openness in American 
society and a nationwide survey 
of adoption agencies the league 
made last year led to the policy 
revision. 
Among 
other 
things, 
the 
study found 37 per cent (rf the 
genetic parents queried wanted 
help in locating or identifying 
their children. Thirty-one per 
cent gave the agencies perm I* 
sion to pass on their names and 
means for searching lf their 
children ever wanted to make 
contact 
Asked to evaluate 128 reun 
ions they had helped accom­ 
plish, the agencies rated 87 per 
cent as successful, meaning all 
parties were glad they had met. 
Two each were reported mixed 
or unsuccessful, and nine were 
rated "don't know " 


In the 1,472 requests from 
genetic parents in 1975 covered 
by the study, more than half

One commonplace request, 
for medical and genetic infor­ 
mation. should be easier to 
obtain in the future.

Adoption authorities say that 
danger is remote, but it has 
happened occasionally 
Orphans,

Society understands and com­ 
mends them But many social 
workers, social welfare agen 
des and even members of the 
medical profession have tended 
to regard searching as evidence 
of adoptees’ emotional prob­ 
lems They say the truth could 
harm adoptees if it revealed a 
heritage of mental problems, 
incest or rape. 
Peter Gabriel Hangs 
On Fringes Of Music

"I think of myself ss being on 
the fringes of the music," says 
Peter Gabriel, quietly. “I throw 
things in from the sideline and 
see how they get on " 
In a pop medium like rock 'n’ 
roll, genuine talent is often 
spread thinly, providing just 
enough of a gloss on the 
unimaginative mass of per­ 
formers to maintain appear­ 
ances for the public. 
The people do not demand 
genius from rock, just compe­ 
tent boogie. 
Peter Gabriel knows all this, 
but he has more to offer — so 
long as he is permitted to offer 
it on his own terms. 
A fast recap: Gabriel was 
one of the founding members of 
Genesis, which was and is 
Britain’s premier "art-rock” 
group, a band that dared to 
take rock 'n' roll seriously 
without looking ludicrous. 
Until about two years ago, 
Genesis had developed a highly 
theatrical show, a show that 
pivoted on Gabriel’s remarka­ 
ble 
talents. 
A 
weaver 
of 
fantastic tales, an accomplished 
singer 
and 
a 
consummate 
actor, adept with masks and 
elaborate costumes, he came to 
utterly dominate what 
was 
already an unusually gifted 
group of musicians — and 
eventually his compadres rebel­ 
led. 
Gabriel 
left 
Genesis 
and 
dropped out of sight in mid- 
1975. Without him, the hand has 
gone on developing nicely in its 
own artistic but nontheatrical 
direction. 
“I spent about a year doing 
very little music,” he says, 
"just functioning as a human 
being. I did some gardening 
and took some piano lessons 
and 
did 
some 
yoga 
and 
meditation.” 
And when he was finished 
with that, he wrote some songs, 
formed a band and went into 
the recording studio to start 
again. The result is his first 
solo album, "Peter Gabriel” 
{Alco SD-36-147). 


Those familiar with Gabriel's 
past work may be surprised to 
learn that this debut LP is a 
straightforward 
and 
rather 
diverse collection of songs. 
There is no theme to the 
album, no "concept.” It is a 
pleasant, though hardly aweso­ 
me, sampler of Gabriel the 
songwriter and singer, but not 
the fantasist or storyteller. 
The hand is much more than 
a pick-up hacking group As 
diverse a collection of musi­ 
cians as 
the 
album 
is 
a 
collection of tunes, the hand 
works together like the veter 
ans they are and clearly enjoy 
Gabriel’s music both on stage 
and on record. Guitarist Steve 
Hunter is outstanding. 
Their current touring show is 
eclectic and relatively subdued. 
Lighting, staging and overall 
production is restrained; there 
is nothing whatever of early 
Genesis and it falls to Gabriel 
— and only occasionally to his 
musicians — to provide all the 
excitement. 
But 
since 
few 
performers can project person 
ality and emotion with Ga­ 
briel’s force, it is a 
very 
exciting show 
As for those who insist on a 
taste of the good old days, take 
heart. 
Gabriel is already at work on 
a complex new tale he calls 
“Mozo." The last three tracks 
on the new LP are part of it — 
a sort of first installment — 
and "Mozo” will evolve over 
the next couple of albums, 
eventually to become an LP 
and a new show on its own It’s 
something to look forward to.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Persons 
between 
30 and
